Chicago, Iill., Nov. I.—Confident of 
victory at the election on Tuesday, 
W. 
J. Bryan left Chicago today for 
a tour tomorrow 
through 
Kansas. 
Tomorrow night he expects to reach 
his home at Lincoln, Neb., 
where 
he 
will 
participate .in 
a 
“home­ 
coming” demonstration. Mrs. Bryan 
left her husband's special train here 
and went direct to Lincoln. 
More 
than a dozen boxes of flowers which 
had been given her duirng the trip 
through Indiana on Saturday were 
taken home by Mrs. Bryan. Before 
leaving Chicago Mr. Bryan said: 
“I do not care to make any list 
of 
states in estimating the 
result 
of the election, for, while I think 
the result 
is more certain in 
some 
states than in others, I would not 
want to discourage democrats in the 
less certain states by making dis­ 
criminations. I believe we will have 
votes to spare iii the electorial col­ 
lege and a considerable majority of 
the popular vote.” 
Speaking of his delay in reaching 
Chicago Saturday night Mr. Bryan 
said:

As only 212 votes are necessary to 
elect, both chairmen are figuring on 
a wide margin for their respective 
candidates. 
Republican County Chairman Par- j ^ 
sons of New York County summariz­ 
ed the situation in Manhattan and 
the Bronx two of the five boroughs 
included in Greater New York thus 
today:

System of land registration and as 
the question is so little understood 
and the presumption being that it 
is something better than our pres- 
ent manner of conveying real estate, 
I desire to submit some facts for 
your consideration.

The Torrens System took its name 


from its author and it was first 
put in force in Australia where there 
was no system for recording real 
estate transfers. No recording office 
existed and titles passed by bein, 
possessed of a chain of deeds which 
were kept in your trunk or safe. In 
the course of time deeds became 
lost or destroyed or doubtful heir 
sprung up and some system of de 
termining ownership became neces 
sary. The system proposed by Tor 
rens, tieiug best suited to their con 
ditions, was adopted. 


There being no constitution 
in 


Great Britian or its colonies to pre- 
vent the 
arbitrary 
designation o! 


ownership, it is possible for them 
to arbitrarily designate ownership 
but in the United States this power 
has been held unconstitutional and 
can only be exercised to the extent 
of settling the title as to all per- 
sons to whom notice is given and 
does not extend to those not served 
and to unknown heirs, minors or 
unknown persons having equitable in- 
terests not ot record. The courts 
have thus held tinder that provision

Illinois was the first to adopt the 


Torrens law and a few counties put 
it in force at a 'heavy expense and 
it is admitted to be a dead letter. 
For example, in Cook County (Chi- 
cago) 
there was filed for record, 


from the 28th day of August to the 
24th day of September, of this year, 
3812 mortgages and deeds. Of these j 
only 114 were registered under the [
